While the branch was closed to tr a f ­ 
fic, the trains were detoured over the 
B. & 0 . S-W . from North Vernon to 
Seymour and over the Pennsylvania 
Lines from Seymour to Jeffersonville. 


It is stated that the new bridge 
upon which work has already been 
started will be a heavy iron structure 
and will be what is known as a high 
side bridge. 
The bridge that was 
destroyed had 
a 
large 
amount of 
overhead iron work on it. The bridge 
went out at the time 
a 
Big 
Four 
freight train was wrecked a s it was 
entering the bridge. 
The twelve ca rs 
derailed fell from the structure into 
the Creek forty-six feet below. 


People outside of railroad life do 
not appreciate what such a disaster 
means t<> 
railroad 
company. 
As 
soon as the branch line was closed to 
traffic arrangements were made with 
the Pennsylvania officials whereby B. 
& O. and Big Four passenger trains 
and live stock and perishable freight 
could he detoured over the Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
This arrangement entailed a 
va-t amount of work upon the dis­ 
patchers and operators between this 
city and Louisville. 


The hist detoured 
train 
passed 
through here at 5:1.3 o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, northbound. 
After the 
normal schedule was resumed a table 
showing the number of trains handled 
over the Pennsylvania was compiled. 
It shows that an average of 43 1-7 
trains were detoured each day from 
Monday until Sunday inclusive. 
The 
largest 
number 
handled 
was 
on 
Wednesday and Saturday when a to­ 
tal of fifty-two trains passed over 
the road. 
On Wednesday twenty- 
eight were detoured trains and on 
Saturday twenty-four were from the 
branch line. 
The small number de­ 
toured. thirty-one, were handled dn 
Monday, tlu> first day a fter the bridge 
went out. 
The table shows that during the 
six days last week, a total of 302 
trains were dispatched over the track. 
Of this number 146 were B. & 0 . and 
Big Four passenger and freight trains 
and 156 were Pennsylvania trains. 
The mileage from this city to J e f ­ 
fersonville 
is 
approximately 
fifty 
miles. 
The average number of trains 
handled each day was 43 1-7, or a 
little less than one train to each 
mile per day. 
At times the sidings 
were so filled with tra ins that it was 
with difficulty that the dispatchers 
and operators could handle the heavy 
traffic which they did 
with 
great 
promptitude, considering tip* condi­ 
tions. 
The additional work kept the dis­ 
patchers on the alert each minute of 
the day and night. 
The operators 
at the block stations were also busy 
and on two of the tracks here it was 
necessary to employ assista nts to 
keep record of the blocks and to 
give and receive the releases. 
The dispatchers and operators are 
commended for the excellent manner 
in which they handled the unpreced­ 
ented situation.

Announcement to this effect was 
made by Secretary of W ar Raker, fol­ 
lowing a conference with President 
W ilson. 
The president approved a 
recommendation from M ajor General 
Funston, indorsed by M ajor General 
Scott, chief of staff, that there should 
be a redisposition of the forces of 
General Pershing pending diplomatic 
negotiations 
in 
progress 
between 
Washington and the de facto govern­ 
ment of Mexico. The secretary said: 
“ Gênerai 
Funston 
recommends a 
redisposition of the forces in Mexico 
for the purpose of recuperation, and 
pending opportunity for further co­ 
operation with the force of the de 
facto government of Mexico. 
His rec­ 
ommendation has been approved and 
its execution left to his discretion.” 
The conference betwTeen the presi­ 
dent and Secretary of W a r Raker, fol­ 
lowed a long vigil kept at the war de­ 
partment by the latter pending the 
receipt and deciphering of a lengthy 
code 
dispatch 
from 
General 
Scott, 
who went to San Antonio to confer 
with Genera] Funston.. 
The secretary 
was at the W hite House shortly be­ 
fore 10 o'clock to talk with the presi­ 
dent. 
His statement quoted above 
was issued following his return to 
the w ar department. 
Secretary Lansing, while admitting 
that the negotiations with Carranza 
would now’ go on, declined to state 
when he would send a formal^reply to 
Carranza's request for a withdrawal 
of the troops or whether such reply 
w ill be preceded by informal confer­ 
ences held between himself and Elizio 
Arrendondo. 
Carranza’s 
ambassador 
designate, or at Mexico City between 
Special Agent Rodgers, of the state 
department and General Carranza. 
The secretary declared he had re­ 
ceived no official confirmation of the 
reports from Mexico City printed in 
the newspapers to the effect that Car­ 
ranza and Obregon had split and that 
Mexico City was a scene of wild dis­ 
order. 
“ The statement made,” explained 
the secretary,, with reference to the 
formal announcement which he issued 
earlier in the day, “ indicates nothing 
whatever as to the time of withdrawal 
of the American troops. 
The whole 
subject of their presence in Mexico is 
under arrangement and negotiations 
conducted by the state department.” 
In the meantime the chase after 
V illa lias been halted. 
Although the

good condition from the standpoint of 
health, their long chase has tired them 
out and, ow ing to lack of hay feed, the 
horses of the cavalry, Funston re­ 
ported, are showing such signs of 
wear that large numbers of remounts

omens with regard to the outcome of 
the crisis between the two countries, 
this delay of Germany's answer is the 
most significant; it points clearly to 
a backdown on the part of the Ger­ 
man government, a dignified and grad­ 
ual, but none the less complete, ac­ 
cession to Am erica’s demand that the 
lives of American citizens must be 
safe guarded. 
If there is any one in the I ’nited 
States who deludes himself with the 
idea that Germany wants w ar with 
America, or that Germany is about to 
defy the United States by saying, 
"W e can go no further, if you want a 
break you take the consequences,” is 
sorely unfam iliar with the aims and 
the ways and methods of the German 
government in International policies. 
W ere Germany courting a break 
with the United States; 
were she 
thoroughly convinced that there is 
"not one scintilla of justification for 
the American demands,” as some in­ 
dividual hot-headed editors have been 
flashed across the 
cable inside of 
twenty-four hours after the presenta­ 
tion to the foreign office of the Am er­ 
ican note, a brief, curt, decided reply, 
telling the American government in 
so many words that what it asks is 
impossible to grant and that this#is 
Germany's last word and closes the 
incident. 
Even the kaiser’s absence 
from Rerlin would not have prevent­ 
ed that. 
The last paragraph of W ilson's note 
is not clear enough to be put into one 
or two words and convey it through 
the special wire running from 
the 
foreign office to the kaiser's desk at 
general headquarters. 
W h at is really 
coming to pass in Germ any at this 
moment is a feverish preparation for 
submission 
to America, not, to be 
sure, for a complete abondonment ot 
the submarine warfare, but of that 
which is asked in Mr. W ilson’s clos­ 
ing paragraph— a declaration and a 
putting into effect of an abandonment 
of its present methods of submarine 
warfare against passenger and freight 
carrying vessels. 
Not Speculation. 
This is no mere guess work or 
speculation; it is a statement based 
on close observation of the things 
that have been said and heard here 
in authoritative quarters, upon knowl­

ments made by men close to the gov­ 
ernmental rudder whose names can. 
of course, not be divulged at this 
time. 
The delay In answering the Am eri­

and the coincident putting into effect 
of a moderate undersea warfare be 
forthcoming immediately. 
In reality 
it is, however, the most optimistic 
sign in the whole situation. 
Also, it 
can be stated authentically that the 
foreign office has seen to it that the 
delay Is explained in Washington. 
Dr. von Jagow', the foreign minister, 
and

had 
an 
hour’s conference. 
Immediately upon 
its conclusion the American ambas­ 
sador is believed to have informed 
his government that there would be 
a delay; that accession to the Am er­ 
ican demands immediately is impos­ 
sible. 
W hen the German answer is 
finally written there w ill be embodied 
in it, no doubt, an explanation of the 
delay; it w ill be pointed out that the 
facts and assertions put forth by the 
American 
government, 
“ were 
very 
carefully considered.” 
In addition to this, there may be 
explanation that these facts add as­ 
sertions served the foreign office to 
“ supplement and complete” its own 
investigation of the cases and ques­ 
tions at issue. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
strictest 
possible 
orders have been given to submarine 
commanders, orders which, it is be­ 
lieved and hoped will preclude any 
attack or destruction that will force 
the United States to act on its ulti­ 
matum without awaiting Germany's 
answer. 
It is significant that already 
thare has been an almost complete 
"lu ll” in submarine activity as com

the wholesale sinkings

For Improved Highways. 


DRAINAGE AN 
ESSENTIAL. 


The R igh t M a n In a C om m u nity Should 


Be Placed In C h arge of Road W ork. 


A n Earth Road Properly Cared For 


Satisfactory In Rural Sections That 


Cannot Afford Better Type. 


[P re pa re d by office of public roads.] 
T hat full value may be received for 
the money appropriated for road pur­ 
poses and that the boat results obtain 
able may be secured it is essential that 
the right man* shall 
be 
placed 
in 
charge of road work. 
lie should be 
selected not only because he actually 
knows more about good roads than any 
other person in the community, but 
also because he can get the b e s t re­ 
sults from the money furnished. 
It is 
not sufficient, however, to let the mat 
ter rest with the appointment of a 
road overseer. 
lie should receive the 
whole hearted support of the communi­ 
ty in the work. 
It should be seen to 
th at under the conditions and with the 
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DRAGGING AN EARTH ROAD. 


money furuislied the community is get­ 
ting w hat it inis a right to expect in 
the way of road improvement. 
It is 
well to remember that if for any rea 
son an Incompetent m an is placed in 
charge of the work the responsibility 
for failure rests upon the community. 
There should be no other consideration 
therefore in selecting a road overseer 
than that of securing a man with the 
ability to perform the duties required. 


It should be reanzec rnac gooa roaas 
have much to do with the prosperity 
of a community and th a t united ac­ 
tion in the right direction is the surest 
and quickest way to secure them. 
W here the road overseer has had but 
little experience in road work or where 
some new and difficult problem is pre­ 
sented to the experienced man the o f­ 
fice of public roads and rural engineer­ 
ing of the departm ent of agriculture 
when requested will offer advice and 
suggestions for carrying on the work 
and how best to overcome the diffi 
culties. 
To secure a satisfactory road of any 
type it is absolutely necessary to re­ 
member: First, drainage; second, drain­ 
age, and, third, drainage. 
The earth 
road, properly cared for, will answer 
satisfactorily for the traffic of many 
rural sections that cannot afford the 
bettor types of roads, but the earth 
road must be well drained. 
After this 
fact is well understood two other re 
quirements may be taken up—the lo­ 
cation of the road and the reduction 
of grades to a general average of 5 per 
cent. 
W ith the exception of sandy roads, 
which are easiest for traveling when 
daqip. all roads m ust have proper side 
ditches to carry aw ay the surface wa 
ter. 
In order to lead this surface w a­ 
ter to the ditch the road surface must 
have a crown, or rounded roof, highest 
in the center and sloping toward the 
side ditches. A very easy and satisfac 
tory way to keep earth, clay and 
gravel roads crowned by the use of 
the split log drag is explained in 
Farm ers’ Bulletin 507, copies of which 
may be obtained upon application to 
the department. 
After the road has been crowned and 
the crown is kept in condition by the 
wise use of the road drag it should be 
seen to that ditches are kept free from 
weeds, etc., and that they are deep 
enough to carry off the w ater which 
runs into them. 
In most <ases a wide, 
shallow ditch is best. 
Deep ditches 
are dangerous to traffic. 
At spaces of 
every few hundred feet along the road 
way a culvert <>f some kind should In* 
placed to carry away the w ater which 
has gathered in the ditches. 
A road properly built generally will 
not have an average grade of more 
than 5 per cent. 
By “]h»i* cent of 
grade” is meant the num ber of fret the 
road rises or “climbs” for every 100 
feet of its length. 
On a road of 1 p< r 
cent grade the horses need pull the 
load up a rise of only 1 foot for every 
100 feet they travel. 
It has been found 
that where a horse can pull a full load 
on level ground he is able to pull only 
one-half that load on a 5 per cent grade 
and only one-fourth that load on a 10 
per cent grade. 
More trips must be 
made to and from m arket on a road 
witli ju st one bod hill in order to haul 
the same amount that can be hauled 
at one trip on a level road.

C ounty Engineer S a y s Scattering the 
W o r k Does Not Get Good Roads. 
T hat the present system of perm it­ 
ting townships to expend $100,000 a 
year in constructing township roads is 
a poor system when the results are 
taken into consideration is the declara­ 
tion of County Engineer J. W. Strack 
and Chief Deputy C. A. McClung of 
Spokane, Wash., in a report on road 
conditions for the year recently com­ 
pleted. 
The report In part says: 
“Spokane county 
has 
fifty 
tow n­ 
ships, each with its set of officials, 
who have absolute charge of all road 
work in their respective townships, ex­ 
cept in the ease» of state and perma­ 
nent highways. They decide on all pe­ 
titions for new roads or for the vaca­ 
tion of old ones. 
While the county en­ 
gineer is required to survey and report 
on there changes, the townships are 
not required to act according to his 
recommendations and frequently disre 
gard them. 
“These townships levy over $100,- 
000 a year for road purposes, which is j 
all used for maintaining old roads and * 
building new, with w hat average suc­ 
cess the automobile user can testify. 
The majority of the township super­ 
visors act to the best of their knowl­ 
edge. 
But under the old system of 
electing them every year a good offi­ 
cial was scarcely broken into the du­ 
ties of his office before his term ex­ 
pired and a new man had to take up 
the work. 
“Many of the townships have got 
value received for their money, but 
some of them have fallen a long way 
short. 
“ Under this head the townships grad­ 
ed fifty miles of road in 1915, of which 
3.5 miles were graveled, and the coun­ 
ty engineer’s office surveyed 04.89 miles 
of new road and vacations.

gan their work,” says Mr. Gearhart, 
“by paving one or two blocks in the 
business districts and extending opera­ 
tions untfl in many places practically 
all of the streets have been paved. 
The most natural, pfflctlcal and logical 
development of this system will be the 
extension of these paved highways out 
into the country. 
Indeed, many coun­ 
ties are making definite plans for such 
a radiating system of roads. 
“During the last five years Kansas 
has built and lias been maintaining the 
finest system of earth roads in the 
world, but about ton months ago ‘the 
bottom dropped out,’ and the m«>rt 
Important dimension of these high­ 
ways 
has 
been 
their depth. 
The 
weather conditions in 1913 and 1911 
were favorable for the maintenance of 
earth roads, and many Kansans began 
to think th at properly graded earth 
roads would answ er any purpose. 
“However, it is now clearly evident 
that if these main roads radiating from 
market centers and connecting «itic^ 
are to be maintained in the eastern 
part of the spite as 395 day highways 
it will be net essary to surface them 
with more permanent materials than 
puddled earth 
“Eastern Kansas is especially adapt j 
ed to general farming and dairying, 
and a system of first class highways 
leading to the m arket centers is one of 
the first essentials in the successful 
carrying out of this type of farming, 
i 
“The kind of road to construct in 
any locality depends essentially upon 
two things—namely, the kind of sur­ 
facing material available In that com­ 
munity and the kind and amount of 
traffic for which the road is being 
built. 
“Choosing the type of road for a lo­ 
cality should be done by an expert en­ 
gineer, while thi> construction of the 
road should be placed under the super­ 
vision of a corps of expert engineers 
who have been given the power to get 
results.”

Modern Christian criticism may dis­ 
cuss, as it is now doing, the historical 
mnd quasi-phy siological problems as to 
w hether the risen Christ had a ‘ ma­ 
terial body spiritualized” or a “spirit­ 
ual body materialized,” whether his 
mctual flesh and blood came forth 
fro m the grave, as the Gospel narra­ 
tive most distinctly gives us to under­ 
stand, or whether he bore that celes­ 
tial and incorruptible body which St. 
Paul declares is the body of the res­ 
urrection. 
Yet we need have 
110 fear 
th a t the conclusion—if one be ever 
reached in the future—will affect that 
▼ital truth on which our Christian 
faith has been grounded for nineteen 
centuries. 
The lesson of the Resurrection is 
purely a personal and individual one. 
W e do well to ask ourselves soberly 
a nd seriously what that lesson is. 
Dike all divine truths, it is wondrous- 
ly simple, y et deeply significant and 
fnll of transcendent responsibility . 
It 
m eans nothing less than such life- 
unlon with Christ as to effect in us a 
participation in his immortal and di­

process, but the struggle and achieve­ 
m ent of a life in constant touch and 
fellowship with him. 
The lesson of Easter plainly tells us 
th a t we must die to our selfish selves, 
to our littleness, narrowness, pride 
and hate, and rise to the eternal life 
of service. 
No Easter triumph can come to any

H eaven is no fit place or condition for 1 
a man who knows not what service is. ! 
The risen Christ reveals the immor- j 
tality of love realized in the soul of 
man, a conception briefly summarized 
by our Lord in the seeming paradox , j

and he that loseth his life, the same 
ehali save it.” 
T he risen Christ reveals the immor- j

The self-opinionated 
wfeoBe prejudices and preconceptions 
sh ut out honest inquiry cannot com- j 
m ine with a God of truth. 
The rev- | 
■elation of Christ was the revelation of 
truth , and intellectual integrity is the 
liberty of every son of God: 
“Ye 
shall know the truth and the truth 
shall make y ou free.” 
T he risen Christ reveals the im­ 
m ortality of service. 
The divine ac­ 
tivity is continually self-giving. 
God 
Is forever showing the divineness of 
service. 
This is the life of God and 
I t is a uniform, inflex ible and eternal 
law that we must enter into such a 
life before we can approach the infl- 
j 
m ile ideal of humanity which reveals 
'Clod. 
The flowers and starry heavens 


our heart and the heart of the eternai 
God—faint, but 
sure! 
And we still 
our souls in wonder and In awe, for 
we 
understand

a 
knowledge 
born of God that we have caught a 
tune from the heavenly choir, and 
have for a holy instant, verily felt the 
touch of God. 
And as the lily , pure 
and spotless, pushes its way from the 
dark earth and unfolds into glorious 
life, so one day , from out all these 
earth environments, shall the soul un­ 
fold itself Into broader life.

A white lily in art and heraldry sy m­ 
bolizes purity , and in the pictures of 
the Annunciation is often placed in 
the bands of the Angel Gabriel. “Lilies 
choir the golden way to Paradise,’ 
say s a medieval writer; which, in the 
values of the present, is given in the 
appreciation of a Canadian woman on 
first beholding the soul-stirring bloom 
of a Bermuda field—“This is simply 
heavenly !” 
It is very probable that the term lily 
as used in the Holy I^and was general, 
not referring to any particular sne- 
cies, but to a large class of flowers 
growing in Palestine, and resembling 
the lily , as the tulip, iris, gladiolus 
and the like.

That the lily must have been a con­ 
spicuous plant along the shores of 
the Lake of Gennesaret is indicated 
in Matthew, 6:28 : “consider the lilies 
of the field, how they grow,” and Luke 
12:27, which bears the same admoni­ 
tion. 
It flourished in the broad, deep 
valley s of Palestine. 
The Song of 
Songs tells: “I am the rose of Sharon 
and the lily of the valley ,” and also 
among the thorny shrubs, for the 
same book has it, “As the lily among 
the thorns, so is my love among the 
daughters;” and among the pastures 
of the desert, as is shown by this pas­ 
sage from the inspiration of Solomon:

Bronze Turkeys, a Favorite Breed. 


(By M RS. A. WOOD.) 
Young turkeys are not any harder 
to raise than chickens, if one is care­ 
ful never to inbreed and keep them 
free from lice and mites. 
I set all the eggs under chicken 
hens so as to keep my turkeys lay­ 
ing. When the eggs pipped I put them 
in the incubator, which was set with 
chicken eggs. Every egg th at pipped 
hatched and they did not harm the 
other eggs in the least. 
It wasn't an unusual thing to have 
every egg of a setting hatch, and 
never 
more 
than 
one 
that 
didn t 
hatch. 
I never let the young turkeys run 
with the turkey hen because she takes 
them too far from home, and it is 
easier to keep them free from lice 
when they are raised by hand. 
1 do not feed the poults for 24 
hours after hatching. 
Then I don’t 
have any trouble teaching them to eat. 
Soak bread in milk and squeeze it 
dry for them for two or three days, 
then feed fine cracked corn mixed 
with clabber cheese. 
I never feed black pepper, as so 
many do, nor very many hard-boiled 
eggs; and I raise more turkeys than 
those who do, in this neighborhood. 
Then let them have as much free­ 
dom as possible, for they like to pick 
bugs and tender grass. 
If they are 
kept at night in a house that has 
roosts, they will soon fly on them and 
do better than if left on the ground. 
It Is necessary to keep these coops 
or roosting places clean and disin­ 
fected, for lice and mites are sure 
death to young turkeys. 
Coarse sand should be provided for 
them, also plenty of shade, and ashes 
for their dust bath. 
In preparing turkeys for m arket 
they should not be fed too liberally 
during the first few days, but after

they have become used to confinement 
should be given all they can eat up 
clean. 
Only th e very early hatched birds 
will be large enough for the earliest 
holiday market, and selections for this 
market m ust be very carefully made. 
The largest birds in th e flock should 
be placed by them selves in a large 
pen. 
They should not be closely con­ 
fined. 
A large shed, with tight sides 
on the north and west, w ith the south 
and east sides covered with poultry 
netting, m akes a good fattening pen. 
It must be covered, as th e birds must 
be kept perfectly dry. T he pen should 
be provided with low roosts in the 
back part, and it should be placed in 
a secluded spot at some distance from 
other poultryhouses or barns, as tur­ 
keys are very shy birds, and if ex­ 
cited by a noise or other animals or 
strangers, will not readily take on fat. 
The feeding trough should be placed 
on the outside of the pen so that they 
can 
be 
easily 
cleaned 
and 
filled 
without continually entering the pen. 
This work should be done quietly and 
at regular intervals. 
The troughs 
should be kept scrupulously cleaned. 
Nothing 
is 
better th an 
galvanized 
iron for this purpose, as they can be 
scalded, and in this way made per­ 
fectly 
sweet 
and 
clean. 
Wooden 
troughs absorb a great deal of mois­ 
ture, and it is almost impossible to 
keep them as clean as they should be. 


It requires from three to four weeks 
to put young turkeys in fine condition. 
They should be pushed from the start 
because a turkey, like a hog, is a los­ 
ing proposition after it has attained 
its full growth. 
The birds should be 
m arketed just as soon as they begin 
to slacken up in gain, because beyond 
a certain point in weight they cannot 
be pushed.

Cabbage or lettuce 
leaves thrown loose on the feeding 
floor will largely be wasted, as the 
birds have difficulty in tearing the 
pieces apart. 
Potatoes are good poul­ 
try food, but should be cooked, as if 
given raw they often cause digestive 
disturbances. 
If fed in excess they 
are found to be too fattening. 
Cut clover and alfalfa, if steamed, 
are not only green feeds, but are 
highly nitrogenous, but they will not 
altogether take the place of vegeta­ 
bles.

In mating Rhode Island Reds you 
must, to get the proper shade that is 
required by the standard, breed from 
your darkest red fowls. 
Breeding in 
any other way gives you a large num­ 
ber of birds decidedly too light in 
color and badly off in shape. 
The Rhode Island Red, though an 
American bird, is a very old family. 
It is descended from an oldtime red 


in quantities that often fowls áre sac­ 
rificed to this cheapness, or at least it 
is the experience of m any given that 
to m ake cottonseed meal even so much 
as one-tenth the bulk of the poultry 
feed is dangerous. 
However, the New Jersey experi­ 
m ent station is making a test of this 
and we will soon get real facts in the 
m atter.

EXPENSE OF POULTRY FOODS 


Prices Are Not on Decrease as Some

The disease appears only on the 
legs of fowls and is caused by the 
ravages of a m ite which bears the 
nam e sarcoptes mutans. 
It is more 
likely to be found where fowls are 
kept in a small yard or on the bare 
ground. 
A good grass range is help­ 
ful in overcoming the disease. 
To 
treat 
scaly 
legs, 
thoroughly 
cleanse the legs by washing with hot 
water, soap, and a handy brush. 
Dry 
them and immerse them in a solution 
of equal parts of coal oil, (kerosene) 
and cottonseed oil. 
T reat the fowls 
legs in this way twice dally for a few 
days and then once daily until the 
shanks resume their natural appear­ 
ance.
